Our Will is herefore, 
and We charge you (trifly, and Command, that incontinent tF1r Our Letters 
ſeen, yepaſs to the Mercat-Croſs of Edizburgh, and whole other Mercat-Crofles 
of the Head-Burghs of the ſeveral Shires within this Kingdom, and there in Our 
Name and Authority, make Publication hereof, that none may pretend Ignoe« 
rance, AndOrdains theſe preſents to be Printed, 
Given under Our Signet at Edinburgh, the twenty eight day of March,and of Our 
Reign the ſixth Year, 1695. ,
